per cent. 


Predominant committee senti- 


ment, it was said, is against 
raising the wage base in which 
the tax Is levied as steeply as 
the presidential proposal con- 
templates — from the present 
$6,600 to $7,800 in 1968, $9,000 In 
1971 and $10,800 In 1974. 


Combined with tax rate in- 


creases, these base stepups 
would mean, for those earning 
the maximum, a rise from the 
present $290.40 annual tax to 
$343.20 in 1968 and ultimately, 
by 1987, $62C.40. 


Without such Increases, the 


full range of increases proposed 
by Johnson would not be fi- 
nanced by program income.

- Tourist traffic through this 
Biblical city, one of the greatest 
attractions in the world, has 
dried up as a result of the Mid- 
dle East crisis. 


The loss of revenue is a blow 


for the Jordanian government 
and thousands of Jordanians 
directly dependent on tourism 
for a living. 


According to official figures, 


more than 2,000 tourists pass 
through the gates of the old 
walled city of Jerusalem on ev- 
ery normal day. Their contribu- 
tion to the Jordanian economy 
is estimated at $33 million a 
year, equal to the country's to- 
tal annual exports. 


The other part of Jerusalem, 


in Israeli-held territory, also is 
a tourist attraction but its econ- 
omy is more widespread. 


Until a few days ago, the nar- 


row cobbled alleyways of the 
Old City, which impress visitors 
as having changed but little 
since the days of Christ, were 
constantly filled with a polygot 
throng of visitors from .many 
lands.

True, you 
do huve a hot potnto on your 
hands. But it is folly to ndd to the 
minor mistake of accepting 
the 


money the major mistake of pass- 
ing it along. 


Vour duty is plain. Notify the 


local 
police 
department 
or 
the 


United States Secret Service at 
once, giving as much information 
as you can about when, where, and 
from whom you received the bill. 


No, you will not be reimbursed 


for the one dollar. But you will be 
helping to curb one of the most 
ancient and persistent of crimes— 
one that has been given a new 
lease on life by modern techniques 
of printing and engraving. 


In the roster of criminals, the 


counterfeiter 
is something of a 


maverick. He is seldom motivated 
by sudden passion or by grinding 
poverty or by personal inadequa- 
cies. He has time enough for plan* 
ning. money enough for equipment, 
and talent enough for manufactur- 
ing. 
He is a cool customer who 


knows exactly what he is doing. 


However, merely passing — un- 


like manufacturing — counterfeit 
money may occur in perfect inno- 
cence. It is part of the govern- 
ment's job in prosecuting to prove 
that the person who passed the 
counterfeit money knew (or at 
least thought) that it was counter- 
feit. Consider this case: 


An intoxicated fellow, caught 


spending counterfeit money in a 
bar. denied that he knew it was 
bogus. At the trial, the government 
told the court: 


"Shortly before this man's ar- 


rest, he burned a $5 bill to light 
his cigar. So he must have known 
the money was no good." 


But the court was not convinced 


beyond a reasonable doubt, and 
dismissed the charge. The judge 
said it was quite possible for a 
drinking man to burn real money 


|—just to show off. 


In another case, though, there 


was evidence that the defendant, 
when he realized detectives were 
oft his trail, flushed his counterfeit 
money down .1 toilet. 


This time, the defendant was 


convicted. The court found no rea- 
sonable explanation 
for this be- 


havior except a guilty conscience.

Q—Could gonorrhea cause 


one to develop a high blood 
sugar, prostatic enlargement 
or a scanty flow of urinej 


A—It would not cause high 


blood sugar. It often causes a 
chronic prostatitis, with mod- 
erate enlargement of the 
gland. This is in no way re- 
lated to the prostatic enlarge- 
ment of men who are past 50. 
Gonorrhea may cause a stric- 
ture of the urethra that may 
interfere with the flow of 
urine but it would not inter- 
fere with the production of 
urine by the kidneys. 


Q—Does penicillin really 


cure gonorrhea and syphilis? 
Are there other treatments 
that can be used by persons 
who are allergic to penicillin? 


A—When penicillin is given 


early in the course of these 
diseases it will cure them. In 
persons who are allergic to 
penicillin, one of the tetra- 
cyclines can be used to treat 
gonorrhea. For syphilis, bis- 
muth preparations may be 
given but they are not gener- 
ally as effective as penicillin. 
Some of these patients may 
be able to tolerate one of the 
modified penicillins.

fied heartland of North Vietnam 
Monday, bombing rail lines into 
Hanoi and drawing out a swarm 
of Communist Mlg interceptors.

ners shot down a Navy Crusad- 
er Jet over North Vietnam, the 
572nd U.S. combat plane lost 
above the 17th Parallel. The 
pilot was missing. 


The Communists sent up 20 or 


more swept-wlng MIG21s and 
MIG17s In an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to disrupt the raids on the 
rail line leading north from Ha.

Phantom 
jet 
pilots brought 


three MIG17s down. A spokes- 
man said that flights of the Red 
fighters were buzzing all over 
the sky and It was Impossible to 
determine how many were In 
the air.

Arab Planes

This information tended to 


support Israel's claim that its 
jets had struck a hard blow to 
Arab air power. 


The U.S. sources, who provid- 


ed no figures, stopped short of 
saying the Arab air forces had 
been neutralized. 


If they have succeeded in 


smashing Arab air power, the 
Israelis will have achieved one 
of two vital military objectives. 


The other major military aim 


is destruction of Egyptian tank 
forces. 


The Israelis and the Egyptians 


each were credited with having 
about 1,000 tanks before the 
fighting broke out, with another 
1,000 or so tanks distributed 
among other Arab armies. 


Reports to the Pentagon on 


the military course of the war 
were still scanty in detail many 
hours after the fighting began.

stroyed 374 Egyptian, Jordanian 
and Syrian aircraft in aerial 
combat and on the ground. The 
Arabs claimed to have shot 
down 161 Israeli planes.
